Well some of the gang asked me to go back to the host Jupiter and see how 
low it will go down to in QRP power. Using my trusty WM-2 the Jupiter runs 
between 1.25 watts on 12 meters to 1.75 watts on 20 meters. All the other 
bands fall in between these settings. For the Milliwatters this is bad news 
unless it can be address with later firmware revisions. Your mileage may 
vary. 


The Jupiter's power meter is accurate enough and is right on the money on 
some settings, but not on for others. For instance 3% power is 3 watts, 1% 
is 1.5 watts, but 8% is really 5 watts. Most rigs power meters are somewhat 
inaccurate on the lower scales and the Jupiter has the same problem, but 
better than most. It is all a matter of enough software sampling and looks 
like Tec Tec did a pretty good job, but like most things could use some 
improvement for those "perfectionist" people like me, grin. 


I wanted to use my headphones and play with the AGC, but a thunder storm 
popped-up and that ended my play time. Later--- for the ones asking about 
AGC pumping on SSB. Did hear some artifacts on fast AGC SSB, but didn't 
notice any pumping on slow AGC SSB with the speaker.

Barry - Don't bother with end insulators. I use Nylon monofilament line and 
tie a sheet bend with the copper wire as a loop. These work fine, are 
lightweight, and the monofilament is a great insulator. Nylon monofilament 
is fishing line. 45 or 50 lb test is fine and you can buy 100s of feet of it 
at your local X-Martget for $2.29. 


Look in your Boy Scout Handbook for how to tie a sheet bend. The Girl Scout 
Handbook has knot directions in it too. I have several of each. 


On the other hand, end insulators make fine center insulators for coax. The 
Handbook (ARRL, not Boy or Girl Scout) used to show how to do this. Mayve it 
still does. Loop the coax around the insulator for strain relief and solder 
the leads to the antenna. I always thought that tie-wraps could be used as 
lightweight center insulators, but I have yet to try this. Field day is a 
bad time to try unproved ideas by the way. Do it the week before, or take a 
sick day Friday to try it. I get the antenna flu a lot. Especially in early 
spring. 


Remind me to tell you of the time Hashifisti Scratchi had a BC-610 for field 
day at his brother's ranch and caused severe interference to the milking 
machines. - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5

With the later sunsets upon us in the summer, I've restarted 
an old practice of looking for 14.06 qsos on the commute 


home at night. Most nights, the conditions support very 
good signals into Denver around my 2300Z commute, and 20M 
fits the shorter mobile antenna length setups much better 
than trying for 30M or 40M from a vehicle. Better sigs and 
lotsa fun on 20M during the summer evenings, so hope to see 
you out there. 


I wish to share one observation about /M operations with 
fixed-station ops that might not be apparent. The QSOs are 
invariably of the shorter type with only 2 or 3 exchanges 
due to my 15 to 20 minute commute, traffic getting 
horendous, accident looming, etc. I'm often sending SRI 
BUT MUST QRT NOW CUL 72 as the garage door comes into 
view. Hope fixed-station folks will understand the quick 
exits that seem to plague us on the road. I appreciate 
their listening a 

bit harder for the weaker sigs coming from a mobile setup 
with compromise antenna, and making the daily commute fun. 
I hope the quick "hi and bye" qsos don't trouble folks too 
much. 


For call and name recognition, I use a Dry-Erase black 
marker to 'log' on my side window and that is a mighty fine 
mobile ops tip I got from W5MJ one day. Works pretty good, 
except when you're parked at a light and your neighbor tries 
to decipher your "message" to them.... 


I've found /M-style CW to be a great speed builder (if you 
don't kill yourself the first time you try it ;-)... And 
after a while, I've found that CW is less driving 
interference than working a mic - anyone else experience 
this? It seems like paddle operations use the opposite 
brain half than car driving does, but voice/speech shares 
the same half.... or something like that..

While I was one of the people saying that there are plenty of VHF/UHF 
transverter kits out there for SSB, there may be a place for a kit sat 
radio, especially if AO-40 ends up working... 


There seem to be a few ways of getting on VHF/UHF CW and SSB. 


1) Transverters 
Advantages - Best RX - use all the features of your HF rig 
Disadvantages - all those cables can turn into a confussing rat's 
nest that is hard to take around and is intimidating to 
many. (Hey, how many of you use internal keyers and antenna tuners?) 


2) HF rigs with VHF and UHF 
Advantages - you may already have it 
Disadvantages - RX often not good enough for contest work and 
usually no full duplex for sat's 


3) Old monoband all modes 
Advantages - one box 
Disadvantages - Often they do not have the options we are all used 
to. 


4) Sat radios 
Advantages - one box - multi band 
Disadvantages - EXPENSIVE

RX performance would not have to be stellar at dealing with close in 
signals, but would need to have good and sharp band pass signals to cut 
out pager intermod, etc...

A hamstick IS a small antenna ;-) I guess you haven't seen the Texas Bug 
Catcher antennas that many hams have around here! 


Actually, I once had good luck disassembling an old base loaded CB antenna 
and rewinding the coil for 20m and it seemed to "work" fine (a very relative 
expression). I had to use a smaller gauge wire due to the requirement for 
more turns. The coil in base loaded antennas usually consist of the main 
loading coil and a small coil to ground for impedance matching. The plastic 
cover will normally slide off the bottom with a little force to access the 
innards of the assembly. Overall, this made for a very short 20m antenna 
that I'm sure suffered greatly in efficiency but... it "worked".

I will have VFO pics tomorrow. I have to run to WalMart early 
and get the film developed and then scan them in. 


Some of you will ask --- why not do digital pics? Well, I discovered 

that at £/16 the depth of field is significantly improved over anything 
that I can get with a digital camera. So, this rig will be built with all 
analog camera pictures and then scanned to digital. 


I'd like to see digital photos of the other rigs, so if you are building 
any rig Manhattan Style, then place the pics on the web and then give us 
the URL. I hate getting attachments what with all the virus stuff going 
around..... 


I managed to get the VFO in 2.5 cm x 3.0 cm and with the 8V regulator the 
whole section fits 2.5cm by 3.5cm. I used a MVAM 108 for the varactor, 
so I'll have a test later on the tuning range with the puppy in place. 
Right now the VFO resonants at 2.548091 MHz without any drift and no 
voltage applied to the MVAM 108. 


I did the measurements on the 42IF123 and will have those also. I have 
to type in a bunch of data and then calculate the parameters. 


Someone asked for the other toroid calculations and I'll do those. 


Phyllis and I spent the weekend in Page, AZ looking at large GE generators 
at Glen Canyon Dam. Those puppies can generate in the neighborhood of 
1,800 MegaWatts total.

Depth of Field is directly related to lens aperture. Lens aperture is the 
little hole you actually take pictures through in the lens. It is controlled by 
the diaphragm. Most cameras have one if they are at all adjustable. USE MORE 
LIGHT to make the hole smaller. That will increase your depth of field. 


Most of you use digital camera, and you use them in low light situations. The 
lens tries to compensate by opening up and that kills off the depth of field. 
Try taking the object outside, and shooting in bright sunlight. 


The closeness of your subject also enters into play. A close-up picture will 
have a smaller apparent depth of field. That's why most photographers use lens 
apertures of £64, or smaller for close-ups. It is important to put the camera 
on a tripod, and be sure it does not move either. 


As a last resort, use film and have the pictures placed on a disk. Often you 
have more control with a relatively simple film camera than you have with a 
digital camera!

It was founded 
by Herb Johnson to continue in the radio business after he sold Swan to Cubic 
and Atlas gave out. They have been in the military radio business since before, 
or right about the time of, Swan, 30 years, I would say. 


The first Atlas transceivers were a direct take off on a military backpack radio 
designed by Lester Earnshaw. I don't know but what Les is still designing 
radios. Most tactical military radios tend to run adequate amounts of power and 
are SSB radios. This is for ease of operation by non communication specialists 
and their probable use with poor antennas. 


The Atlas 210X makes a dandy transceiver. Light years ahead of the industry in 
size and performance. The only thing it needed to make the perfect ham rig was 
a CW filter. The forerunner of this rig can be seen in the Swan MB40 and 80 
series of radios.

A fun mode, if you haven't tried it yet you simply must. It will never 
replace the elegant simplicity of CW; but having my rig lashed up to a 
computer and using the XCVR as a wireless modem, appeals to the 
"techno-geek" in me. ;-) 


ICOM 7O06MKIIG AS A PSK-31 RIG. 


In a word COOL! The 706 covers 14 bands, at a purchase price of ~$1k 
that's about $72/band. Quite a bargain. I'm definitely going to give 
2, 6 and 440 a try with PSK-31. 


I'm using the latest Digipan release and with the Wide SSB setting of 
the 706 (abt 2.4kHz) There is very little radio interaction required 
to "scan the bands". 


Also, the 706 finals can handle 100W continuos duty cycle on HF, less 
on VHF/UHF. So, dialed down to 5 watts or less the 706 can cruise all 
day with out difficulty. Minimum power looks to be about 2W. Just 
right for us QRP types and PSK. 


On the RX side, the DSP offered by PSK programs make up for the 706's 
not so hot RX specs. Last night the were a lot of very strong stations 
on 20m, but still I was able to copy the weak ones, even if they were 
within 5-10 Hz of the strong stations. 


With only 5W and my puny attic antenna, I was able to work S59F, NOVA 
GORICA, SLOVENTA.

Actually, Kachina's main forte’ has been military , 
government, and commercial radios for many 

years, selling into the 3rd world countries where 

telephone communications was non-existent. Kachina was 
founded by Les Earnshaw, ZL1AAX, who was the principal 
designer for some manpack radios for Southcom Radio 

out of S. Cal back in the 70's. Les also wrote for Editors 
and Engineers - Transistorized handbook, and a number 

of articles for the amateur publications. Les went in with 


Herb Johnson to develope the Atlas 180, later the same 
circuits were used in the 21x series transceiver.

The varactor is in the correct position. Good picture and I appreciate 
the ruler with the metric side showing. ;-) 


Here is how to tell the cathode lead. Take varactor and place the flat side 
facing you with 
the leads down. The one on the right is the cathode. In my parts layout 


you will note a "K" next to the top lead of D1 to indicate the cathode and 
an "A" for the anode on the ground lead. 


Another lead problem that you will run into is on the 8V regulator. 
With the flat side towards you and the leads down. The leads are 
output, ground, and input reading from left to right. 


Most transistors in the plastic cases, varactors, and small voltage 
regulators are in the TO-92 packaging and after a few times you'll 
have this information memorized. :-) 2N2222A and 2N4401 are 

emitter, ground, and collector left to right with flat side facing you 
and leads down. 


To measure the frequency put a frequency counter on the pad of C3 

that will be going to U1 pin 6 or the pad between C10 and C9. C9 and 

C3 should isolate the counter from the circuit enough to not load it down 
to affect the measurements that much. And most frequency counters have 

a high impedance input any way. This assumes that you put the 8V regulator 
just to the right of the layout that I show.

I have gone and left the iron on a couple of times in the many years of building. 
So what I do now is use a multiplug box with a switch like you'd use for a 
computer, etc. 

To it I have plugged in the iron, a desk lamp, and the 12cm square box fan for 
blowing 

smoke away from the soldering position. 


That way I know when the soldering iron is on and I won't pick it up by the 
tip. :-) 

When I'm done soldering for the night/day/whatever I turn everything off at one 
time.

- I did find the need to cut holes in a soft plastic box disconcerting. My 
mechanical abilities are not great (ergo, a career in electronics!-) so anything 
like that which I am forced to do myself will be "icky". In this case, I must tape 
the box closed to keep it from popping open, and my wire holes are not terribly 
round... 


- If I had been paying attention, I would have NOT followed instructions in one 
place: there is a double cable for PC sound hookup - one of the plugs is green and 
the other white. On my laptop, the green plug goes in the red socket, and the 
white plug into the green socket. Would have been nice to take advantage of the 
color coding... I may get ‘round to fixing that later (right). 


- I bought the "RASCAL 1YA" to use with my Yaesu-wired K2. Plans are later to 
incorporate the mods described in the recent QRP Quarterly to bring audio in on 
the mike and disable the K2 speech processing. 


- Be careful soldering in the cable wires - you are basically "finding your own 
pads" with this design. I did get two wires backwards on the mike cable... 


- It does work very well once you get it all together! My first contact was with 
someone north of San Francisco who was making his first PSK31 contact -ever-. I 
thought my interface was "cobbled together" - but it turns out he was transmitting 
by pressing his mike into his headphones on the computer...!

Both Doc and Dave hit on the good points of the antenna: It's 
easy to put up, it puts out a decent signal, and it's compact. 

In fact, the 20-meter version I use for backpacking fits entirely 
in one small zip lock sandwich bag -- the vertical element, 4 
resonant counterpoises, feedpoint with coax pigtail, and nylon 
cord to tie the vertical element to an overhanging tree branch. 
It takes only 5 or 10 minutes to get it working. 


But both Doc and Dave also commented on its possible lack 

of efficiency. In fact, I've run a lot of comparison tests against 

a simple inverted vee at 30 feet, and the vee is almost always 

better by at least an S unit. Sometimes significantly more. Of 
course, it's usually more difficult to get the vee in the air, not to 
mention carrying the extra coax on long backpacking trips. 


For simplicity, I take the vertical (WYE) on long trips with 
casual operating. For QRP field contests, where signal strength 
is important, I always use dipoles and vees.

The counter poise wire for an end fed half wave antenna can be short and 
very light gauge since you are working on the high impendence end of the 
antenna. 6 feet of 28 AWG is more than adequate. Some simply use a 6 
foot piece of RG174 from the rig to the match and let the shield serve 
as the counterpoise. Really fussy guys will put a 1:1 choke balun near 
the rig (coil of coax or ferrite beads). 


"HF Antennas for all Locations" by Moxon has a lot of good info on this. 


If you still don't like that try using a 1/4 length of RG174 with a 1/4 
of wire attached to the center conductor. You feed this at the end but 
it is really a centerfed dipole with the wire serving as one leg and the 
shield of the coax as the other. Again, you can put a coil it the coax 
at the 1/4 wave point to serve as a choke balun.

used this type of antenna last weekend up at the AT shelter. (40M 
version) But I eliminated the feedline and feed the system pretty 
much right out the back of the rig. The radials laid right on the 
ground. I brought along a resistive SWR brige and the SWR was a bit 
high. It's not calibrated so don't know exactly how bad it was. Did 
get out though. 


The next day after I came down from the shelter, set the system up in 
the park to try and adjust the length for a good match. Found that 
the SWR varries with how the radials are placed and how well up in 
the tree the vertical element is. So, it looks like I'll need to £ix 
up a tuner of some sort to tweak the match, to null out variations in 
the way it's set up, site to site. Or break down and add 20 ft of 
feed line...

REALLY need to give it a try! The CQWW test is this next Saturday & Sunday. 


Milliwatting is highly addicting so I warned ya! 


If you find yourself getting a little bored with working this contest with 5 
watts, just try it with 800mW and see how you like that. 


See how many DXCC's you can get with less than one watt, and post your 
results for all to see ! 


I hope allot of you'all have been watching the bands this week. Many of the 
DX stations are setting up in the few days before the start of this MAJOR 
contest. So you can grab them now if you're lucky. 


During the contest I'll be tuning up and down the cw sub bands looking for 
new DXCC's CQ'ing with no callers, or small pileups. 


My power will be my standard "DX gettin" power of 750mW. Less power will be 
used if a needed DX stn is 599++! 


In the last ARRL DX test, 2-18-01 I bagged HC8N with 4 milliwatts on 10M. 


Right now I have abt 73 DXCC's confirmed, all with milliwatts. QRP ARCI 
offers the QRP DXCC with Milliwatt endorsement. 


That's what I'm working toward as my personal challenge. That's what "turns 
my crank" I guess... Hi hi

As for the Tie Wraps as center insulator, the ones with a screw hole work 
just fine for a center support, usually though I just use a small piece of 
scrap lexan with a notch on both sides in the middle and a couple holes 
drilled in the ends, again looping the coax around the notch and securing 

it with a tie wrap and using monofilament for the end insulators as you 
suggested. Current 40 Mtr. Dipole at the home QTH is built that way using 
#18 green enameled wire, darn near invisible against the trees and works 
fine. It's also small and light enough to roll up on an empty fishing line 
spool for carrying out and about.

>Barry - Don't bother with end insulators. I use Nylon monofilament line and 
>tie a sheet bend with the copper wire as a loop. These work fine, are 
>lightweight, and the monofilament is a great insulator. Nylon monofilament 
>is fishing line. 45 or 50 lb test is fine and you can buy 100s of feet of it 
>at your local X-Martget for $2.29.

>Look in your Boy Scout Handbook for how to tie a sheet bend. The Girl Scout 
>Handbook has knot directions in it too. I have several of each. 

> 

>On the other hand, end insulators make fine center insulators for coax. The 
>Handbook (ARRL, not Boy or Girl Scout) used to show how to do this. Mayve it 
>still does. Loop the coax around the insulator for strain relief and solder 
>the leads to the antenna. I always thought that tie-wraps could be used as 
>lightweight center insulators, but I have yet to try this. Field day is a 
>bad time to try unproved ideas by the way. Do it the week before, or take a 
>sick day Friday to try it. I get the antenna flu a lot. Especially in early 
>spring.

>1. First, buy a "chassis mount" SO-239 connector from Radio Shack. This 


>little item comes with four holes to mount the connector to a metal 
>chassis. This SO-239 connector becomes the centre piece of your vertical 
>antenna. 


I get even simpler if I'm to use a vertical. First I just cut the vertical 
element and use three radials. I've got alligator clips on the end of the 
coax. One gets clipped to the vertical element and the other to the 
radials. Then I take advantage of the trees out here in the east an throw 
a piece of sting over a limb and pull the vertical element up to the 
desired height - works like a charm. No need to carry a pole in that case.
